HOUSING Anf GUARDS. 


BOARD OF WORKS’ POWERS. 


The second reading of the Civic Guard 
(Acquisition of Premises) (Amendment) Bill, 
1926, was taken. 

The Minister for Justice said that in this 
Bill they were seeking to extend for another 
year the period for which the Board of Works 
would have power to compulsorily acquire 
premises for Civic Guard barracks. The 
powers were used altogether in 78 cases. In 
eighteen of these cases the premises had been 
vacatéd, leaving 60 occupied, and in 44 of 
these the Board had arranged matters. In 
the other cases negotiations were proceeding. 

While they had made considerable progress 
in providing houses for the Guards through- 
out the country, 230 stations were unsuitable 
now, and at the present rate of p ess it 
would take another year before the housing 
of the Guards in the country was satisfactory. 
The Board of Works would only exercise 
their powers where owners or occupiers were 
unreasonable. 

The Bill was read a second time, and the 
Committee Stage was fixed for Tuesday.

THE SUPER-TAX, 


LABOUR’S PROTEST. 


On the Report stage of the Financial Re- 

solutions, ! 
Mr. Johnson moved an amendment propes- 
ing an Increase in the amount fixed by the 
Minister for super-tax. He protested against 
the remission of super-tax made by the Minister. 
In the course of his speech the Minister, 
he said, claimed that the remission of super- 
tax would mean a loss of revenue of £115,600, 
and went on to justify the gift by the poor 
to the rich at the hands of the Minister by 
saying that it would be counter - balanced by 
the increase in estate duties. 

Last year the Minister had promised that 
there would be no remission in taxation until 
old age ER had been recouped the 
money taken from them. £115,000 would go 
a long way towards this, and he thought 
that they would not be justified in agreeing 
to this scale of super-tax in the present 
circumstances, 

Mr. T. J. O’Connell (Labour) also opposed 
the tax. 


. MONEY SET FREE. 

Mr. John Good (Independent) said that he 
was rather surprised to hear the protest from 

bour against this réduction in super-tax, 
because a reduction in super-tax would set 
free a certain amount of money that could 
be used for the development of industry. 
The question was a serious one for the Free 
State, where the burden of super-tax on 
incomes over £10,000 was heavier than :n 
Great Britain. The effect had been that 
people with large incomes e going to live 
on the other side becgffse of the lighter 
burden of taxation. Pefple who paid super- 
tax, as a rule, had donsiderable sums of 
money at their disposal. They were the 
people who were needed, and whose sym- 
pathies were needed in the country, and 
every encouragement should be given to keep 
them in it, If they encouraged these people 


they would have their sympathy, and their 


sympathy with industry in the country. 
The Minister had remitted the super-tax 
in the hope that he would regover some of 
the loss in the death duties. That argument 
was a superficial one. If people were to live 
in this country until they died they must be 
} encouraged to reside here, and therefore the 
Minister was taking : step in the right direc- 
tion. The burden of super-tax in the scale 
up to £10,000 was much higher in the Free 
State than it was in Great Britain. On the 
first £500 of one’s income the tax was 18. 6d. 
in the £ here, while it was only Od. in 
Great Britain. On the next thousand the 
tex here was 2s., as against 1s. in Great 
Britain. If a person of independent means 
wanted to live in this country he naturally 
considered’ the question of super-tax, and he 
found that, in addition to a higher cost of 
living in the Free State, he had to pay in 
the shape of super-tax 100 per cent. higher 
than he would have to pay in Great Britain. 
The proposal of the Minister on this matter 
was one of the bright spots in the Budget. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Conor Hogan said that he thonght 
it would be absolutely disastrous to this 
country if a policy were adopted which 
would have the effect of driving 
the wealthy people out of the country, 
The taxation ought to be lower in this coun- 
try than in Great Britain.

TARIFFS AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Major Cooper, replying to Deputy Sears, 
said that that gentleman wanted to get rid 
of the British importer. Well, he had been 
got rid of for the time being, and many 
persons would be thrown out of employment 
in consequence. It was well known to the 
members who advocate indiscriminate tariffs 
that such tariffs. would be followed by un- 
employment. If Great Britain sent a con- 
siderable amount of her g into Ireland, 
she also took a considerable amount from 
us. The United States sent us EI, 000, 000 
worth of her products, while sh. took only 
£500,000 worth of ours. It was not merely 
the problem of British import that had to 
be faced, but the world import. There was 
at least one employment that tariffs in- 
creased—that given by the Revenue Com- 
missioners. ile 7 persons had found 
employment under the protected trades, in- 
cluding teabcco, thé staff of the Chief In- 
spector of Customs and Excise had been in- 
créased by 155; that was to say that for 
every 48 men who got employment as the 
result of tariffs, one extra Customs officer 
had to ‘be employed. 

The Minister for Posts and Telegraphs, 
whose sincerity as a Protectionist he recog- 
nised, had spoken of the condition of 
Australia, New Zealand; and Canada. Ninety- 
three per cent. of Australia’s and New 
Zealand’s products went to Great Britain, 
and without that trade neither of those 
countries would be very Wa us, He did 
not accept Australia an ew Zealand as 
reasonable parallels for the Free State;. they 
ad far greater mineral resources. than we 
have. Australia, New Zealand, and Canada, 
the Minister had said, had favourable trade 
balances. Protection did not necessarily 
mean that you have a favourable trade 
balance. Turning to the smaller European 
countries he found that with protection 
Sweden, in 1924, had an adverse trade

Sir James Craig—That is my opinion. I 
think the Act of 1920 (establis ing the 
Northern Parliament) did 1 al. disabili- 
ties, and I was not aware that any existed 
whatever in Northern Ireland, and I say that 
when the new Act is on the Statute Book, 
anu the hon. member (Mr, Devlin) has had 
an opportunity of looking at it very care- 
fully, if he sees ‘anything outstanding in 
regard to Roman Catholic disabilities— 
although I know of none in our area—I will 
be very glad to consult with him as to what 
steps should be taken. (Hear, hear.) 

NEW JURY BILL. 

Moving the second reading of the Jury 
Laws Amending Bill, Sir Dawson Bates said 
that for some time past there had been a 
growing discontent . with the jury system. 
Many people were escaping jury who were 
very much better able to bear the loss of 
time than others who had to serve. The 
present bill was founded on the recommenda. 
| tiens of a Commission which recently sat, and 
over which Lord Justice Andrews presided. 
Since the Act of 1876 ‘was passed rating 
valuation had very much changed. They had 
decided that rating qualifications for county 
borvughs should remain at £12. For urban 
areas and towns in the counties they. pro- 
posed to making the qualification £20, and in 
the county areas £16. They were extending 
the area for the city jurors from twelve to 
twenty-five miles. This was necessary iú 
view of the fact that many business men 
whose interests lay in the city lived outside, 
and so escaped serving. They were taking 
steps to prevent evasion by men transferring 
their holdings to their wives. 

It was proposed to discontinue the exemp- 
tion of civil engineers and rmaceutical 
chemists, except in a one man —— They 
also proposed to discontinue the exemption 
of public officials, except in cases of officers 
of the Army, Navy, Constabuary and Prisons, 
certain officials of the Home Office and 
officials connected with the preparation of 
the jury lists. 

In every civil case it was roposed that 
each juror should receive five shillings, while 
they intended to legalise the old custom in 
Ireland by which each special juror received 
one guinea. These fees would be borne by 
the litigants. Jury service should approximate 
in criminal eases to a maximum of ce in 


three years, and Dossibly only once in five 
or six years. 


GRAND JURY SYSTEM CONDEMNED. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) complimented the 
Minister on his lucid statement of a com- 
plicated measure. The Committee which in- 
quired into the jury system recommended the 
abolition of Grand Juries at Quarter Sessions, 
but the Minister had paid no attention to 
this recommendation, nor had he given effect 
to the recommendation that jurors should 
have a subsistence allowance when they come 
from a distance. ; 

Mr. McAllister (Nationalist) said that there 
was no justification for calling jurors thirty 
or forty miles distant to serve in the County 
Court, or any other court, without proper 
remuneration. 

Mr. T. W. McMullan (Unionist) said that 
he thought that the expenses of jurors should 
be paid in criminal cases, and did not see 
why six or eight jurors could not decide civil 
cases. 

Mr. Devlin said that when Ministers, mem- 
bers of Parliament, judges and lawyers were 
paid for public service, what justification was 
there for refusing payment to jurors for 
public service? He was in favour of the com- 
plete abolition of Grand Juries, who, he said, 
were political institutions of the old Tory 


days.

Six, — The suggestion to remove the Nelson 
Pills came as a surprise and a shock to 
many citizens, and it is a-souree of: satisfac- 
tion that Major Cooper tabled a resolution 
to restrain the City Commissioners from 
adopting any alteration so redically affecting 
the appearance of our ＋ It ought not to 
‘be within the province of any man, or any 
set of men, to carry out such a drastic step 
without a clear mandate from the Oireachtas. 
Arbitrary power, when exercised wisely, may 
prove a ing; but arbitrary power, when 
abused, becomes the greatest of tyrannies. 
There was a time when the proposal to re- 
move the Pillar would have called forth a 
storm of protest. Agitation has giwen place 
to apparent apath rent, I say, because 
the people are not really indifferent. They 
realise that they are powerless to prevent 
this or any other contemplated change, and 
so they are silent. Silence in this case does 
not mean consent. 

Two reasons are commoniy assigned to 
account for the desire to remove Nelson's 
Pillar—the one utilitarian, the other political. 
Let us test each in tarn. It is that 
the Pillar impedes the cross-trafie from 
Henry street to Earl street. This traffic is 
comparatively trivial. On several occasions 
T have noted the of cross-traffic, and 
I have invariably found that it forms but a 
fraction of the total traffic in the street. 
The east-bound traffic may be divided into 
two! ps—the section proceeding to the 
station and that towards Fairview. If all 
traffic to Amiens street “went via Abbey 
street, and that in the Dollymount direction 
were to go via Gloucester street, little or no 
traffic would temain for Earl street, and the 
present problem of congestion would be 
solved. 

If congestion exists, the real remedy is to 
remove the ca The obvious obstruction 
is not the Pillage but the trams. The tram 
terminus should be placed at the Parnell 
Monument, or, better still, the trams should 
proceed on continuous routes from the 
northern to southern suburbs. The trams to 
Howth and Dollymount should be diverted 
via Gloucester street and Abbey street. 
Pillar or no Pillar, the trams should not be 
allowed through Earl street, as this thorough- 
fare is too narrow for tr raffic, and the 
east-bound trams are the principal cause of 
the present congestion. 

Most. people have a strong suspicion that 
thí; réal reason which prompted the pro 
to remove the Pillar was political prejudice. 
If so, surely this is an u Motive. 
Are we never to get away from that narrow, 
circumscribed mentality which refuses to 
recognise the great and the good in other 
nations? One loses patience with the petty 
provincialism which passes for patriotism 
with some people. Our nationalism should, 
indeed, be intense, but it ought to be 
tempered with sanity. There are certain 
great outstanding figures in history—men of 
transcendent genius—who have ceased to be 
national, and have become international. 
They are the common heritage of mankind. 
Such an one was Napoleon. Such an one was 
Nelson. The nation which honours such men 
honours itself. If t and similar con- 
siderations be unavailing~if Nelson must go 
because Nelson was an Englishman—then let 
us, at any rate, retain the Pillar. Present 
the splendid statue of Nelson to the Borough 
ot Portsmouth, and substitute a statue of 
Mr. de Valera. If this seem too startling a 
suggestion, demolish the unsightly obelisk at 
the upper end of the street, and place the 
statue of Parnell on top of the Pillar We 
are concerned as to the future of the Pillar.

FEEDING THE TROOPS. 

Little difficulty is likely to arise with 
regard to feeding the troops during the 
present emergency, as the Services are to 
a large extent self-contained, so far as 
distribution of essential commodities is 
concerned. : 
Work has been busily proceeding dur- 
ing the past few weeks at the headquarters 
of the Navy, Army and Air Force Insti- 
tutes at Kennington. This department 
succeeded the war-time organisation known 
as the Navy and Army Canteen’ Board. 
It has grown into a vast organisation, 
and every ship of the Navy, no matter 
in what part of the world it may be 
stationed, and every unit of the Army and 
R.A.F. receives regular supplies from the 
va’ store-houses at Kennington. 


A TOWN OF WHEELS. 

The scenes witnessed in the early morn- 
ing, when ‘everybody possessing anything 
on wheels endeavoured to reach the City 
of London about the same time, were ex- 
traordinary. The Embankment at one 
time was packed from end to end with 
motor cars, motor cycles and bicycles. 
The block extended to the bridges, and 
thé approaches to Blackfriars, West- 
minster and Waterloo. were greatly con- 
gested. It was a considerable time before 
the traffic jam could be cleared. 

Though there were many scenes and in- 
cidents, the display of good humour was 
admirable. Many people sent out their 
cars this morning to pick up people 
anxious to get to work, and some bore 
the notification: Anyone for London? 
Needless to say this help was greatly ap- 
preciated. 


THE PIRATE OMNIBUSES. 

The independent omnibus services had 
a field day, for, being without opposition, 
they were enabled to pick up all the 
traffic they desired. It is said that there 
were some four hundred of these "buses 
running, and it is to the credit of their 
proprietors that the charges were as usual. 
The only trouble, so far as the passengers 
were concerned, was that the ‘buses were 
covering short distances only. 

As the day wore on char-a-hanc ‘services 
were arranged to some of the nearer 
suburbs, such as Brixton and Kensington, 
with a fare of sixpence per head, and 
these were quickly filled at both ends of 
their journeys. 


WEST END SHOPS SUFFER. 

The strike must mean great losses to the 
big shopping centres of the West End, for 
the people who go to such places are 
scarcely likely to come to town until 
things are more settled. It is a coin- 
cidence that it should be Empire shopping 
week in many of the suburbs, and it is 
possible that the displays made in conse- 
quence will benefit the local shopkeepers 
by attracting custom that otherwise would 
have gone to the West End. It is a sign 
of the times that several of the stores in 
the inner district make a feature of beds, 
mattresses, bicycles, and wireless sets. 
The cycle boom will be further stimu- 
lated by the stoppage of transport which 
occurred to-day. The use of bicycles for 
pleasure, sp~~t and utility has vastly in- 
creased recently. Clubs responsible for 
pleasure runs have added largely to their 
membership, while racing on track and 
road is showing distinct signs of revival. 
Several makers who specialise in speed 
machines ate receiving a continuous 
stream of orders, quite a number emanat- 
ing from the Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland. 
To-day's developments bring utility 
cycling into the limelight, and many 
people found the bicycle the only alterna- 
tive to walking from the suburbs to the 
City.

FOOD FOR FORTY MILLIONS. 


“I expect,” continued Mr. Barty, that 
the strike, if it lasts for more than a few 
days, will last for at least a month. In these 
circumstances it is up to us to do all that 
we can to gain advantages, and this, it must 
be remembéred, not at the expense of the 
British nation, but by doing them a good 
turn. England will, during this strike, need 
considerable quantities of fresh food, such as 
meat, eggs, butter, to feed her ulation of 
nearly forty millions. It will be difficult for 
them to get dairy produce and dressed meat 
supplies from Denmark because of the 
obstacles of re-bunkering these vessels at 
their port of call, and farther, because of the 
extreme cost of sending them away light. 
The same applies to cattle from Canada and 
America. 

So, it can be seen that everything is in 
favour of this scheme being put into exécu- 
tion as soon as ever possible. The British and 
Trish Steam Packet Company are able on their 
part to guarantee the transport of the cargoes 
across to Liverpoo! and Birkenhead, which 
are on the opposite hanks of the River 
Mersey.

When questioned as to the suitability of his 
ships for carrying mails from Ireland to Eng- 
land, Mw—Barry said that he had been ap- 
proached by the Post Office authorities dur- 
ing the day, and asked if it was pad for 
his company to take the mails: across that 
evening. He had been compelled to refuse 
the request; as no arrangements had been 
made at Liverpool for the handling and dis- 
tribution of these mails, and they would only 
be left on their hands.

OIL FUEL STEAMERS. 
The most important factor in this 
scheme is that the British and Irish Steam 
Packet Com ny have, at this moment, at 
their disposal three oil fuel-burning steamers 
which are capable of carrying conjointly over 
one thousand head of cattle and sheep, as 
well as several thousand tons of dairy pro- 
duce, per day, These vessels require no coal, 
and the company have a considerable quantit 
of oil fuel in their tanks at Liverpool, whic 
would enable them to carry on for a long 
period. Then the British Government would 
give them all the oil fuel that they would 
want, considering the purpose for which it is 
required. There would be,no need for labour 
to refill the tanks of these ships. Usually 
the tanks are filled from a barge which comes 
alongside the ships out on the river; but this 
could be avoided by the vessels going up te 
the wharves by the tanks, and being connected 
direct with them by long pipes. mini- 
mum of labour and time is thus required. 

“Further, should the need atise, the com- 
pany have two other oil fuel-burning vessels 
that can be used on this scheme. 

With the transport to England ready and 
available for imediate use, the next matter for 
consideration is the adequate supplies of live- 
stock and dairy produce. This time of the 
year is all in favour of their being, es uate 
supplies of these commodities. e March 
lambs, in better numbers than any other year, 
are now nearly full- and ready for kill- 
ing. The store cattle are also fat and ready 
for the butcher’s axe. 

Eggs, poultry and creamery butter are, like- 
wise, favo yy the time of the year; and, if 
it comes to that, there is a sufficient number 
of large bacon factories in the Free State that 
are capable of almost doubling their output in 
the matter of cured bacon and mildly cured 
or h pork,

Shipping dctivity in the Liffey yester- 
day was much quieter than ordinarily, no 
colliers arriving from any of the. crogs- 
Channel ports.
